A  mystery  melodrama  was  enacted  in  the  school  auditorium  on  De¬ 
cember  15  and  16,  1933.  Miss  Lucile  S.  Joseph  of  the  faculty  coached 
the  play,  and  Melba  Olds  was  student  director.  John  Ford  served  as 
business  manager,  with  Paul  Urich  as  his  assistant.  Norman  Schnatterer 
and  Edwin  Reddan  had  charge  of  advertising.  The  head  ushers  were 
Sue  Whitcher  and  Betsy  Pooley.
